The 22. of Ofober inthe morning, the Spaniſh army appeared before 
the Monaſtery of St. Frances, that folitary and religious habitation of the 
Capuchin Friars of the Province of Predade, diſtant from the town about 
muſquet ſhot. In wich place lay fick in the laſt period of his life the 
Count of Peraguiane, who was great Chamberlain to his Majeſtie, his 
Councellor of ſtate and war, and had been Ambaſſador extraordinary 
to the Commonwealth of Englez9. 

Chriſtian modeſiy obligeth me not to mention the inſolencies that 
were committed againſt thoſe ſacred walls, the indecencies done to thoſe 
xeligious perſons which inhabited them, the confuſion and darkneſs of 
che night would not let them take notice of whar piety and reverence ob- 
liged them to.

The reaſons with which the Queen perſwaded the Count to undertake 
this expedition as they paſſed only betwixt her Majeſty and the Count are 
not come to publick knowledge, It is probable that to the zeal ofthe. 
Count it was enough that the bufineſs' concerned the good of the King 
dome, and that for the ſame reaſon that the expedition was ſo highly he» 
zardous, he was the more willing to accept it, it being a quality _ 
rable from valour to love danger.
